The act to amend the supreme 
court act provides for nine judges in- 
stend of seven. Also new section 54 
states “‘The Supreme Court shall hive, 
hold and exercise exclusive ultimate 
appellate civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion within and for Canada and the 
judgement of the court shall im all 
cases be final.” 

In 1870 Sin John |A, MacDonald in- 
troduced a Supreme Court Act. It 
was witidrawn but in 1875 the Act 
passed. It contained a clause, No. 
47, that clearly was intended to 
abolish appeals to the Privy Coun- 
cil, The arguments used at that 
time were almost word for word with 
the arguments used today. The bill 
passed the first and second reading. 
On the third reading an amendment 
was moved that “the bill be read this 
day three month.” That was defeat- 
ed by a vote of 31 to 27, ‘The second 
amendment was tiat clause 47 he 
atruck out of the bill. That was the 
clause abolishing appeals to the Privy 
Council. This cesulted in a tie vote 
in the Senate of that day. There were 
20 Senators voting for the amend 


was lost. 

When the measure was sent t: 
England exception was taken to it 
and the Lard Chancellor threatened 
to have the wi:ole bill disallowed if 
47 was not removed, It was  dis- 
covered then that sz2ction 47 said 
there will be no appeal from the 
Supreme Court of Canada “to any 
court of appeal established by the 


The judicial committee of the Privy 
Councii is not ‘a “Court of Appeal” 
but a body appointed to advise the 
Crown on matters of law. Section 
47 therefore, did not apply and it 
remained in the statutes and it re- 
mains as someone said as melan- 
choly monument of an attempt thut 
failed in its purpose. The work left 
off in 1875 was taken up and section 
64 formed to make it abundantly 
clear that all appeals from Canada 
are bolished.
